Over the past 12 months many Ridley stakeholders have 
been engaged in discussions with the goal of developing a 
blueprint for the school's evolution.

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THE RISE AND FALL OF NICHOLLS HALL by Paw &. rewis 


Nicholls Hall, Ridley's first convocation hall, was donated in 1902 by Mr. 
Frederic Nicholls. Born in England in 1853 and educated in Germany, 
Nicholls came to Canada in 1874 and here he became a pioneer in the 
development of electricity. He organized and managed the Toronto 
Incandescent Electric Light Co. in the 1880s, the first such 

company in Canada. This became the Canadian 

General Electric Co. and Nicholls was its 

first president. His three sons attended 

Ridley around the turn of the century 

and he served for many years as an 

enthusiastic supporter on Ridley's Board 

of Directors. His interest in business and 

yachting had linked him to Mr. George 

Gooderham, Ridley's president from 

1912 to 1942. In 1917, Nicholls was appointed to the Canadian Senate. 
He died in 1921. His multi-purpose gift to Ridley was heralded as a 
‘state-of-the-art’ facility at the time. 


At Easter, 1909, a fierce wind tore off 
the building's roof. The St. Catharines 
papers called the wind a cyclone and 
the destruction in the city was also 
extensive. Ridley's hockey and skating 
rink, which served as the basketball 
court and cadet storage area, was back 
in operation by September. Prize Day 
in 1909, however, was postponed from 
June to October of that year because of 
the damage. 





In May, 1918, Ridley's second great fire 
destroyed the wooden structure com- 
pletely. This disaster was rectified 
immediately with a new rink up and 
ready for action by February, 1919.

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GIFTS OF SECURITIES 


The most recent Canadian federal 
budget contained an important pro- 
vision for supporters of Ridley who 
choose to make their gifts to the 
school using publicly traded securi- 
ties. Effective immediately, there 
will be no capital gains tax on gifts 
of stock given to registered charities. 


In the past, donors had to pay 
income tax on 25% of the capital 
gain realized on the value of donat- 
ed shares. The new rules eliminate 
the tax entirely and donors receive a 
tax receipt for the fair market value 
of their stock. 


The example opposite illustrates the 
possible tax savings for a donation 
of $25,000 in securities to Ridley

This work is signifi- 
cant for the collection as it introduces a female artist into a 
male-dominated grouping, and it represents a relatively 
local talent who was drawing upon landscape themes from 
the Hamilton and Niagara region. 
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Juanita LeBarre Symington, EC.A. was born in 1904 in 
Hamilton. Having studied at the Royal Hamilton 
Conservatory and in New York with John EF Carlson at the Art 
Students' League, Symington had notable solo exhibitions of 
her work mounted in prominent Toronto galleries for many 
years. Symington was an active member of the Federation of 
Canadian Artists and throughout her life was a prominent 
fixture in the Hamilton arts community. Her work is repre- 
sented in many collections in Canada and abroad, including the collection of Queen Elizabeth II. Symington 
died in 1980, and a scholarship in her memory is awarded on an annual basis to a McMaster Arts student. 
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It is a pleasure to extend a sincere thank you to the Went family for this gift. Visitors to the school are always 
welcome to explore Ridley's growing art collection that can be found, along with student work, at various public 
locations in school buildings.
